SCRAPS. 

(FVvm enr Washington Correspondent.) 

To characterize the week just past, 
it, would bo enough to say that it was 
a week of lectures. Usually lectures 
come after intervals of two weeks 
each, but in this ease we were treated 
to an intellectual feast. The first was 
an interesting and instructive dis 
course on Art by Mr. W. M. French, 
a brother of the sculptor of the Gar- 
lield bust. His address was delivered 
orally, and was rendered in signs by 
President Gallaudet. One of the 
chief ideas of the discourse was that it 
does not require what we call genius 
to make an artist, but merely perse 
veranoe and patience, as exhibited by 
Newton and .Michel Angela Draw- 
ing, al least, was shown no! to be 
such a profound thing as many would 
suppose it lo be at first sight, but that 
it consisted in the correct appreoia 
lion of a few simple cardinal points, 
to which all other embellishments 
would follow bS a natural oonse 
quenoe. The koturer is himself an 
artist by profession, and illustrated 
his discourse with a number of crayon 
sketches, the rapidity of whose execu- 
tion and whose fidelity won our ad- 
miration. What we call decorative 
art. was discoursed upon at, length, 
and wo learned much that was new 
and interesting. All our ideas of de 
coration were show to have come 
directly or indirectly from nature, 

what, we call conventionalism being 

the chief agent which altered the de 
eolation from the natural model, so as 
to suit our taste. Thus lotos ilowcr 
and papyrus plant w< re shown lo be 
the chief, if not the s >le model of 

Egyptian art, and a perfect, Nile land 
stipe devi loped under the artist's 
clever hand in order to illustrate his 
remarks. In like manner he showed 

how the Old Greeks moulded their 
columns and e.ipilals after simple 
models to nature, the chief being the 
honeysuckle and flower and leaf. 

A number of silhouettes illustrating 
familiar phases in student life, and 
a specimen of landscape drawing, and 
four sketches of Races and Nation- 
alities concluded the lecture, which 
lasted an hour and a half, and when we 

left the hall we felt ourselves quite 
oompetentart critics. This is the first 

lecture given lo the College by an out 
Bider On invitation, that We have seen, 
and we hope for more of tho kind in 
the future. 

Tho programme of ' -'si Friday's Lit 
was unusually interesting, and ranks as 
the best perhaps of the term. First 
on the list was a lecture by Prof. 
Draper. Prof. Draper's lectures are 
always American la subject, and 
sentiment, but this lime he touched 
upon a theme of surpassing interest lo 
us as students, and to every intelligent 
American — The Prospects of Amcri 
can bite; at ure — treating it in so mas- 
terly a way that it became absolutely 
fascinating. We will give a brief expo 
sition of Ihe main points which cannot 

fail to interest the general reader. 

After touching on the two great 
products of advanced civilization — 
art and literature — and how both 
pursued the same ends by different 

means, (lie lecturer showed how while 

literature like the century plant la of 

Blow growth, we neverlhless possess a 
comparatively well developed litem 
ture — how in history, fiction, humor 
and poetry, we can display 

such names as Bancroft, Hawthorne, 
Irving and Longfellow, names second 
to none in their respective depart 
meills, and thai hence we may draw 
the conclusion that, so far, America lias 

reason to be satisfied with her litera- 
ture. But leaving ihe past and probing 
into Ihe future, the question is whether 

we might expeol a grand and enduring 
literature for oar nation. On examin- 
ing the literature of tlio day, we find 
that it divides ilsclf into throe great 

classes -newspaper, magasiue and 
book literature, in the Awl two Ame< 

riea leads the world, but unfortunate 
ly this class of reading is transient in 
iis character, designated only for the 
demand of the hour. Of tho third 

class, volumes come pouring in by the 
thousand, but of how few of Un- 
it be said t hat Ihe world will not Will 
Ingly let them die. After Bancroft, we 

will have no Bret class historian ; after 
. we have had no first class hu 

morist, while Ben Jfm' is perhaps the 
only American novel thai may be fair 

ly called great. With Longfellow and 

Bryant, our only great poets also 

have departed. On the whole then 
judging from its present, the prospect 
for a noble future in our literature is 
not very Battel 

But Investigating the true rause of 
great literal ures we find we need not 

despair. In history we lind thai every 

grand national literature has been only 

produced by people of corresponding 
grand national character. Thus, the 

grand religious sentiment of Judaism 
produced our beautiful biblical litera 
ture | the nervous, ambitious Uoman 
finds himself interpreted iu the litera 
lure of the Ai i\ r e: while the 

intense personal freedom of thought 
and life ID Germany found its expo 

in Luther, and after him In 

Goethe, Schiller, Leasing. Most of all 
do we perceive this in F.ngland. The 
pride and patriotism, the sturdy inde- 
pedenee and healthy vigor of her 
people, have given birth to Ihe richest 
literature possessed by any nation un- 



der the sun, and it is not mere chanc 
that in the long roll of her literal \ 
sons she displays those august names 
— Shakespeare, Milton, Bacon — bef< »re 
whom all the world bows in homage. 
Finally, why may not our own country 
produce a national literature as grand 
as that of England t America is still 
in her infancy, and all her future is be- 
fore her. The answer to the problem 
depends upon the nation itself — upon 
ourselves. We have boundless re- 
sources, wealth, power, a stirring 
history, scenery unexcelled for beauty, 
but in addition we need an honest, 
vigorous, manly national life, for this 
alone can breathe the vital spark which 
will generate a permanent literature. 
If our nation is to become one of 
money getters, bound up in "busi- 
ness, hasty and superficial in its cnl- 
liire, selfish and grasping, looking out 
for half only, then such a literature 
Will be an impossibility. But should 
Columbia take her place at the head 
of the nations, and lead them in wis 
dom, in education, in charity, in pa- 
triotism, then indeed we may hope that 
her literature will yet equal if not sur- 
pass the best that the world has pro- 
duced. And herein lies a field for us. 
"True, not one of us may ever write 
an immortal line ; but each has it in his 
power to make possible a Tennyson, a 
Milton, a Shakespeare in America. 
Every evil impulse subdued, every 
generous thought, every kind word to 
one in nood, every honest opinion 
carefully formed and firmly held, every 
good resolution —is a means to that 
end." 

The lecture was warmly applauded 
aud an unanimous vote of thanks 
tendered. To be fully appreciated it 
should have been seen, for of course 
our brief exposition lacks the charm 
imparled by the living gesture, the 
anecdote and parenthesis, which made 
it so delightful on the rostrum. Prof. 
Diaper is certainly doing his share in 
in good work of making our literature 
permanent,, for this is the third lecture 
on American writers and writings he 
delivered before the Lit. 

The debate which followed was 
scarcely less interesting than the lec- 
ture, and that is saying a great deal. It 
was on the subject, "Resolved: That 
the union of Groat Pritian and Ire- 
land should be dissolved." The ques- 
tion of dissolution was supported by 
Messrs Cleary, '87, and Standacher, 
'88, and Opposed by Messrs Lyons 

'87, and Hyde, '88, With the leaders 
their respective opinions of the ques- 
tion were matters of conviction and 
their arguments were given with tell- 
ing effect Mr. Lyous is an Irishman 
born and bred, mid is as intensely na- 
tional as any son of Unfile Sam here, 
and several of his repartees had as 
much of the brogue about them as it 
is possible for signs to have, and fair- 
ly brought down the house. The fin- 
al Burning up of the facts pro and con 
awarded the debate to the Negative 
side An original and comic dialogue 
between Mr. Morrow, 'So, as IV. 
Dwight, and Mr. Baaenstab, '€ 
Dr. Deunie, .followed, and lastlv Mr. 
Kieael rendered that masterpiece of 
sarcasm and oratory, Anthony's ora- 
tion over the body of Ca\sar. The 
audience was hold spell-bound by the 
beauty and fidelity of the recital, and 
We can honest ly say that it was per 
haps the most successful rendering of 
Shakespeare ever given before the Lit, 
and il the declamation did not exactly 
convey the spirit of the original, it 
was because this is impossible with 
the mere language of signs.

"Ladiks ani> Gknti.kmb.n — After resid- 
ing in Brooklyn for eight yc ; irs, I have 
come to the conclusion that a society 
for deaf mutes is needed in this city. 
It is the third largest city in the Unit- 
ed States, and while other cities of 
lesser size have deaf-mute societies, 
Brooklyn has stood alone ; her mutes 
having to go to New York if they 
wish to be member of a society. I 
have called this meeting for the pur 
POM of seeing if the organization of a 
deaf mute society in Brooklyn is pos- 
sible. I think it is. Home of the lead- 
ing members of those deaf-mo 
cieties in New York are residents of 
Brooklyn. I don't see why these can 
not organize a society in their own 
city. C ssteiiisait ho re are enough in- 
nt deaf mutes hereabouts capa- 
I managing such an organization. 
I have not hastily considered the step 
1 »in taking, but have given it serious 
rbt for a long time past, and 
now, as the season for such affairs at 
hand, I decided to call this meeting 
and can say that I am agreeably sur- 
prised at the number who have been 
so kind as to attend. ' 

The above was delivered in signs 
by Mr. C. E <iieen, who had issued a 
call for all deaf-mutes of Brooklyn 
interested in the organization of a 
deaf mute society, to assemble at 
AiueiieuH Hall, 175 Grand street 
near Fifth, Brooklyn, E. D., Tuesday, 
November 4th. The response was 
about twenty five deaf-mute ladies and 
gentlemen. The hall was very pretty 
and attractive, being the rooms of 
Amcrieus Lodge No. 13. and having 
all the necessary articles indispensa 
ble to a good society. 

At 7.4"> deaf unites began to drop 
in. The first of these being Mr. J, I 
O Neil, who believes that it is better to 
be too early than too late. At eight, 
they came in by twos and threes till 
about, 8 30, when Mr. Green mounted 
the platform and opened the meeting 
in the m inner as above quoted. 

Remarks favoring the proposed 
organization were made by Messrs. 
Stengel?, Bond, Donnelly and others. 

After this, Mr. Green selected the 
following as ft Committee on organiza- 
tion : .(.
